The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  was  enacted  to  regulate  the  selling  of  agricultural 
and  vegetable  seed  and  mixtures  for  seeding  purposes,  and  requires  certain 
information  to  be  printed  on  a  tag  or  label  and  affixed  to  the  container  in  which 
such  seeds  are  sold,  offered  for  sale  or  transported  in  the  Commonwealth.  Very 
good  seed  as  well  as  very  poor  seed  may  be  sold  by  any  dealer  if  such  seed  is 
correctly  labeled.  The  seed  tag  is  the  consumer's  key  to  seed  quality.  1  he  actual 
protection  that  he  gets  under  the  seed  law  is  closely  related  to  the  attention  which 
he  gives  to  the  analysis  label. 

Growers  and  seedsmen  like  to  sell  high  quality  seed.  Yet  good  seed  is  often 
the  most  difficult  to  sell.  This  is  true  because  the  consumer  believes  that  good 
seed  costs  more.  It  is  true  that  the  grower  and  seedsmen  can  make  more  money 
by  selling  "bargain  seed",  but  the  consumer  suffers  by  buying  the  so  called 
"bargain  seed".  His  yields  will  be  poor  or  his  vegetable,  flowers  or  lawn  will 
not  look  as  good  as  his  neighbors  who  plant  good  seed.  Good  seed  doesn  t 
cost — it  pays! 

SEED  ACT  ACTMTIES 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed  vendors 
throughout  the  State.  Seed  that  is  offered  for  sale  is  examined  for  proper 
labeling  requirements  and  samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and  testing  in 
the  Seed  Laboratory.  This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  Seed 
Control  Program  from  July  1,  1964  to  June  30,  1965. 

During  this  inspection  period,  lots  of  seed  that  are  incorrectly  labeled  are  placed 
under  a  "Stop  Sale"  order  until  correctly  labeled  or  destroyed.  Lots  of  seed 
that  are  tested  in  the  seed  laboratory  and  found  to  be  mislabeled  are  also  placed 
under  "Stop  Sale".  During  the  inspection  period  covered  by  this  report  a  total 
of  275  lots  of  seed  at  70  seed  vendors  were  placed  under  "Stop  Sale"  for  various 
reasons. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  inspectors  collected  the  following 
number  of  samples: 

1193  samples  of  agricultural  seed,  of  which  9.0%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
175  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seed,  of  which  50.0%  were  illegal  for 
sale ; 

1016  samples  of  vegetable  seeds  of  which  4.5%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
29  samples  of  tree  and  shrub  seeds,  of  which  3.4%  were  illegal  for  sale; 
82  samples  of  flower  seed — no  check  as  to  legality. 

A  comparison  of  seed  violations  for  the  past  three  years  is  as  follows:

Tables  I,  II,  III  mention  technical  violations  and  Table  IV  has  them  listed 
by  companies.  The  following  are  considered  technical  violations  in  this  report: 
Not  using  complete  kind  names;  improper  terms  for  variety  names,  use  of 
improper  labeling  terms;  use  of  abbreviations  of  kind  and  variety  names;  illegal 
treatment  tags;  illegible  tags;  analysis  not  totaling  100%;  improper  format  for 
labeling  mixtures;  and  lack  of  required  information,  such  as:  lot  number,  origin 
when  required,  terms  "mixed"  or  "mixture"  for  mixtures  and  name  and  address. 
A  lot  of  seed  sampled  at  the  wholesale  level  and  in  violation  of  the  law  was 
classified  as  a  technical  violation,  if  properly  relabeled.

General  Information  for  Seed  Vendors 

All  seed  that  is  offered  for  sale,  exposed  for  sale  or  transported  must  be 
properly  tested  and  labeled  according  to  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  and  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  under  the  Act.  The  person  or  dealer  upon  whose  premises  seeds 
are  located  is  held  responsible  for  all  labeling  requirements.  All  seed  must  be 
properly  labeled  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  lot  or  container. 

The  Seed  Act  has  been  rewritten  and  will  now  be  known  as  the  Seed  Act  of 
1965  effective  January  1966.  All  seed  shall  have  attached  in  a  conspicuous  place 
on  the  exterior  a  tag  or  label  containing  information  as  found  in  Section  3  of 
the  Seed  Act. 

Agricultural  seed  must  be  labeled  according  to  Section  3  (B)  as  follows: 

(1)  Commonly  accepted  name  of  (i)  kind,  or  (ii)  kind  and  variety  of  each 
agricultural  seed  component  in  excess  of  five  per  cent  of  the  whole,  and  the 
percentage  by  weight  of  each  in  the  order  of  its  predominance  or  in  such  other 
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order  as  the  secretary  may  direct.  Where  more  than  one  component  is  required 
to  be  named,  the  word  "mixture"  or  the  word  "mixed"  shall  be  shown  con- 
spicuously on  the  label. 

(2)  Lot  number. 

(3)  Country  and  state  of  origin  of  certified  seed,  and  agency  responsible  for 
its  certification. 

(4)  Country  and  state  of  origin  of  alfalfa,  birdsfoot  trefoil,  red  and  white 
clovers  and  field  corn  (except  hybrid  corn).  If  the  origin  is  unknown,  that  fact 
shall  be  so  stated. 

(5)  Percentage  by  weight  of  all  weed  seeds. 

(6)  The  name  and  number  of  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds,  or  number  of 
bulblets  per  pound. 

(7)  Percentage  by  weight  of  agricultural  seeds  (which  may  be  designated  as 
"crop  seeds"),  other  than  those  required  to  be  named  on  the  label. 

(8)  Percentage  by  weight  of  inert  matter. 

(9)  For  each  named  agricultural  seed:  (i)  the  percentage  of  germination,  ex- 
clusive of  hard  seed;  (ii)  the  percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present,  and  (iii)  the 
calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such  percentages. 
The  additional  statement  "total  germination  and  hard  seeds"  may  be  stated 
after  the  foregoing,  if  desired. 

For  the  properly  labeling  of  lawn  and  turf  mixtures  see  Section  8004  (d)  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Tree  and  shrub  must  be  labeled  according  to  Section  3  (C)  as  follows: 

(1)  Common  name  of  the  kind  of  seed. 

(2)  The  scientific  name  of  the  genus  and  species  to  which  the  kind  belongs 
and,  for  those  kinds  which  belong  to  subspecies,  the  name  of  the  subspecies. 

(3)  Lot  number. 

(4)  The  specific  locality  (state  and  county  in  the  United  States  or  nearest 
equivalent  political  unit  in  the  case  of  foreign  countries)  in  which  seed  was 
collected. 

(5)  The  elevation  for  forest  tree  seeds  to  the  nearest  five  hundred  feet  above 
sea  level  at  which  the  seed  was  collected. 

(6)  The  calendar  year  in  which  the  seed  was  collected. 

(7)  For  those  kinds  of  seed  for  which  standard  testing  procedures  are 
prescribed: 

(i)  Percentage  by  weight  of  pure  seed. 

(ii)  Percentage  germination  exclusive  of  hard  seed. 

(iii)  Percentage  hard  seed,  if  present. 

(iv)  Calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such, 
percentage. 

Vegetable  seeds  must  be  labeled  according  to  Section  3  (D)  as  follows: 

(1)  Name  of  kind  and  variety  of  seed. 

(2)  Name  and  number  per  pound  of  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds  present. 

(3)  For  seeds  which  germinate  less  than  the  standard  last  established  by  the 
secretary  under  this  act: 

(i)  Percentage  of  germination,  exclusive  of  hard  seed. 

(ii)  Percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present. 

(iii)  The  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine 
such  percentages.

(iv)  The  words  "Below  Standard"  in  not  less  than  eight-point  type. 

(4)  Percentage  of  germination: 

(i)  In  containers  of  one  pound  or  less,  the  year  for  which  the  seed  was 
packed  for  sale  such  as  "Packed  for  ,"  or  the  percentage  of  germina- 
tion and  the  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such 
percentages. 

(ii)  In  containers  of  more  than  one  pound 

(I)  The  percentage  of  germination,  exclusive  of  hard  seed. 
(II)  The  percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present. 
(Ill)  The  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine 
such  percentages. 

(5)  Lot  number  (for  containers  of  more  than  one  pound). 

(6)  For  seeds  placed  in  germination  medium,  mat,  tape,  or  other  device  in  such 
a  way  to  make  it  difficult  to  determine  the  quantity  of  seed  without  removing 
the  seed  from  the  medium,  mat,  tape,  or  device,  a  statement  to  indicate  the 
minimum  number  of  seeds  in  the  container. 

All  the  information  required  by  this  section  must  appear  on  every  container 
(jar,  bin  or  bag)  from  which  seed  is  sold. 

Flower  seeds  must  be  labeled  according  to  Section  3  (E)  as  follows: 

(1)  The  name  of  the  kind  and  variety  or  a  statement  of  type  and  performance 
characteristic  as  prescribed  by  the  secretary  in  the  regulations. 

(2)  For  seeds  of  those  kinds  for  which  standard  testing  procedures  are  pre- 
scribed and  which  germinate  less  than  the  standard,  last  established  by  the 
secretary,  under  this  act. 

(i)  Percentage  of  germination  exclusive  of  hard  seed. 

(ii)  Percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present. 

(iii)  The  words  "Below  Standard"  in  not  less  than  eight-point  type. 

(iv)  Calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such 
percentage. 

(3)  For  flower  seeds  in  packets  of  one  ounce  or  less  as  prepared  for  use  in 
home  flower  gardens  of  household  planting  or  flower  seeds  in  preplanted  con- 
tainers, mats,  tapes,  or  other  planting  devices: 

(i)  The  year  for  which  the  seed  was  packed  for  sale  such  as  "Packed 

for  ,"  or  the  percentage  of  germination  and  the  calendar  month  and 

year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such  percentage. 

(ii)  For  seeds  placed  in  a  germination  medium,  mat,  tape,  or  other  device 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  difficult  to  determine  the  quantity  of  seed  without 
removing  the  seeds,  a  statement  to  indicate  the  minimum  number  of  seeds  in 
the  container. 

(4)  For  seeds  of  more  than  one  ounce  in  containers  other  than  preplanted 
containers,  mats,  tapes,  or  other  planting  devices: 

(i)  Lot  number. 

(ii)  For  those  kinds  of  seeds  for  which  standard  testing  procedures  are 
prescribed: 

(I)  The  percentage  of  germination,  exclusive  of  hard  seed. 
(II)  The  percentage  of  hard  seed,  if  present. 
(Ill)  The  calendar  month  and  year  the  test  was  completed  to  determine  such 
percentage. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
sale  in  smaller  lots  by  a  retailer  to  the  ultimate  user  when  such  sales  are  made 
from  packages  or  containers  bearing  the  information  required  by  this  section. 
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The  Seed  Act  prohibits  the  sale,  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  any  seed  within 
the  state: 

(1)  Unless  the  test  for  germination  has  been  completed  within  a  9  month 
period,  exclusive  of  the  month  in  which  the  test  was  completed. 

(2)  Containing  prohibited  noxious  weed  seeds. 

(3)  Containing  restricted  noxious  weed  seeds  in  excess  of  established 
maximum. 

(4)  Containing  in  excess  of  1%  weed  seeds. 

(5)  False  or  misleading  labeling  or  advertisement. 

The  above  is  only  a  portion  of  the  Seed  Act  of  1965.  Any  person  dealing  with 
seeds  should  obtain  a  copy  for  their  files. 

Carry-over  lots  of  any  kind  of  seed  to  be  sold  must  be  retested  and  relabeled 
within  a  nine  month  period.  Inspectors  will  be  visiting  retail  vendors  prior  to 
and  during  the  selling  season  with  instructions  to  "stop-sale"  seed  bearing  illegal 
test  dates  or  other  illegal  labeling.  Proper  labeling  protects  the  seed  tagger, 
vendor  and  consumer. 

If  you  are  not  positive  that  your  labeling  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Seed 
Act  or  you  would  like  a  copy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  and  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  under  the  Act,  write  to  the  Seed  Laboratory,  Bureau  of  Plant

Agricultural  Seed  in  Violation  of  the  Seed  Act 

The  Seed  Laboratory  analyzed  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-three 
sample  of  agricultural  seeds  (not  including  mixtures).  This  table  lists  the  nature 
of  the  serious  violations.  Seventy-eight  lots  of  seed  were  found  to  be  in  technical 
violation  of  the  law,  or  in  violation  at  the  wholesale  level;  these  have  been 
relabeled  or  destroyed.  These  violations  are  not  listed  in  this  table  but  are 
recorded  in  Table  IV. 

The  listing  of  both  wholesaler  and  retailer  does  not  imply  a  judgment  of  guilt 
against  one  or  the  other.  The  vendor  of  the  seed,  usually  the  retailer,  is  legally 
responsible  for  its  condition,  but  the  retailer  cannot  be  justly  blamed  in  all 
cases  of  mislabeling.  Wholesalers  name  is  in  boldface  type.  Laboratory 
number  is  in  parenthesis  after  the  remarks  and  source  of  seed.

Mixture  of  Seeds  in  Violation  of  the  Seed  Act 


One  hundred  and  seventy-five  official  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seeds 
were  analyzed  or  checked  for  labeling  and  contents  in  the  Seed  Laboratory.  This 
table  lists  the  nature  of  the  serious  violations.  Thirty-five  mixtures  were  found 
to  be  in  technical  violation  of  the  law,  or  in  violation  at  the  wholesale  level;  these 
have  been  relabeled  or  destroyed.  These  violations  are  not  listed  in  this  table 
but  are  recorded  in  Table  IV. 

The  listing  of  both  wholesaler  and  retailer  does  not  imply  a  judgment  of 
guilt  against  one  or  the  other.  The  vendor  of  the  seed,  usually  the  retailer,  is 
legally  responsible  for  its  condition,  but  the  retailer  cannot  be  blamed  in  all 
cases  of  mislabeling.  Wholesaler's  name  is  in  boldface  type.  Laboratory  number 
is  in  parenthesis  after  the  remarks  and  source  of  seed.

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  home  grown  forage  seed  samples  received 
by  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  increased  63%  from  the  previous  year.  This  table 
gives  some  ind.cation  of  the  quality  of  seed  that  Pennsylvania  farmers  are 
growing  and  planting.  Many  of  the  lots  of  seed  considered  illegal  in  this  table 
have  been  recleaned  and  made  legal  for  sale.  Although  a  lot  of  seed  may  be 
legal  for  sale,  it  could  still  be  unfit  for  planting;  for  example  a  lot  of  seed  could 
contain  a  large  quantity  of  weed  seeds  or  be  low  in  germination.  One  sample 
ot  red  clover  seed  was  illegal  because  it  contained  over  3.00%  weed  seeds  Several 
other  samples  contained  over  1.00%  weed  seeds  which  will  be  illegal  for  sale 
after  January  1,  1966.

If  farmers  must  plant  home  grown  forage  seed,  they  should  learn  the  value 
of  weed  free  quality  seed  It  is  not  necessary  for  farmers  to  plant  home  grown 
seed  with  high  number  of  weed  seeds.  It  is  cheaper  to  plant  weed  free  seed  than 
to  spend  countless  dollars  later  trying  to  control  weeds.  It  pays  to  have  home 
grown  seed  properly  cleaned  and  laboratory  tested.
